For years it has 
been practically unoccupied and was 
an elephant on the hands of a D»yles- 
town syndicate. The Association 

has turned it Into a Home for tin for- 
tunate residents of the State who 

have lost their senses of speech 
and hearing and some of them sight 
as well. 

William C. Siuckert, Est) , of 

Doyleetown, was instrumental in 

biingmg the site to the attention 
of prominent members of IheAsso 

elation and its desirability for the 

purpose was at once noticed. The 
property was promptly purchased, 
but not until a short time before 
the holidays was it opened and then 
there were but a very few inmates. 
In the last day or so four other 
persons have arrived, making the 
total number at present eight. 

FOB AGED MU1! 

The primary purpose of tho insti- 
tution is lo provides home foraged 
and infirm (leaf-mutes and only lor 
some special reason are persons 
under 80 yeirsof age admitted. 
Almost all who are in the institution 

at this time are over that age and 
two are over eighty years old. 
It's adaptability for the use to 

which it has been put is noticeable at 

once. It is centrally located, is at- 
tractive arclii'.eclurally and quite 
spacious, more so than is necos-arv 
to accommodate many more lhan 
are now inmates Every room is 
large and light and airy and at- 
tractive and very neatly furnished. 
Several of the in males who are blind 
or otherwise incapacitated, assist in 

the work about the Institution and 

only the service of a cook are at 
present necessary. The Home is 
in charge of Matron MeCready, who 
is well filled for the woi k and great 
ly Interested In the care and educa 
tlon of deal mutes, over which she 
is enthusiastic. 
ffOnCBABl 

There is an air of cheerfulness 
about the Institution which would 



hardly be expected. In fact, il is 
more cheerful than the domiciles of 
many families of hearing and 
speaking people, Christ nns has 
nol been an empty thing to the 
iu mates. The first thing which 
struck the visitor on ringing the 
bell was the decorations of lame! 

wreaths which gave a sense of 

Yuletide happiness. On entering 
the large and spacious reception 
hall the greeting of Matron Me- 
Cready added lo the pleasant im- 
pression already recived and an 
introduction to Ihe men and women 
who are making their homes there 
did not in the least dispel the 
feeling of cheerfulness and happi- 
ness already gained. 

Speechles< as (hey were their na- 
tural brightness of heart was not in 
the least affected. There was a 
glad smile of welcome and an ap- 
parent desire to make the visit 
pleasant. I'nlearnd in the sign 
language as the reporter was, he 
nevertheless made himself under 
stood very well by the lip method 
thanks lo the alertness and quick 
ness of the mules, brought about 
by long experience and their special 
training along that line Several of 
them had been at one lime students 
of the Mi. Airy or some other school 
for deal- mule.- and are well edu 
Gated. One of the greatest plea- 
sures thev have is reading and they 
eagerly devour newspapers. Un- 
fortunately for many of them . \ 
cossive use of the eyes, in making 
op for Ihe lo-s of other faculties, 
lias been the cause of their loss of 
sight and even reading is not 
possible for them. And yet every 
one of them is diet rful and ap- 
parently happy. The two most 
ageil members of Matron McCready's 
family, Mr and Mrs. \\ , odsidc. 
both over eighty years old, read 
without the use of glasses and aie 
U spry and chipper as many people 
much younger. Mrs Woodgide is 
especially adepi in the sign lan- 
guage.

From new inmates came to Iho in- 
stitute this week. They were three 
sisters and one brother, forming the 
Steller family, formerly of Potts- 
town. Two Of them, the biothct and 
one sister, are totally blind and the 
other two see but little. The other 
members of the family circle arc Miss 
Lisale Heine, of Philadelphia; Miss 
Anita Sylvia, of New fork, and Mr. 
and Mrs. Woodside, of Dear Wilk- 
insburg, Allegheny county. 

Jerome T. Elwel), formerly a 
prominent educator in the Mt. Airy 
School, Philadelphia, for many 
years, is spending the wiutci at Ihe 
Home, owing to ill health. Mr. 
F.I well has made a study of his 
fellow unfortunates and gave some 
very interesting information regard 
ing the antecedents >f certain 
mutes, showing that in some 
deafness and muteness ran in some 
families. One inmate hud four 
brothers besides himself who were 
mules, and five sisters who could 
hear and talk. He also had a first 
cousin and second cousin who were 
afflicted even as he was His wife 
who is a deaf-mute also had 

il relatives similarly afflicted. 
Two brothers of one of the inmates 
were killed on the railroad and 
Mat ion MeCready explained that 
tho railroad had been the source of 
nianv fatalities, to the deaf. 



also said she had noticed that the 
deaf-mutes Of Western Pennsyl- 
vania were much more prosperous 
than those in this section. Mr. 
El wells explained this. 

EMPLOYMENT FOR MUTES. 

" 1 think," he said, " It is be- 
cause they are better able to get 
employment. People are more 
willing to have Ihem than in some 
other places. I have been told that 
some business men are especially 
anxious to have deaf-mutes woik 
for Ihem and claimed that (hey did 
very good work. One man in Chi- 
cago, who had over a score, said he 
would employ 200 if he could but 
gei ihem. 

Matron MeCready also showed 
the reporter through the Home, 
which is partially furnished. In 
learning of the manner in which 
the different rooms were furnished 
it is readily seen how much interest- 
ed well lo do deaf-mutes are in the 
welfare of their less successful bro- 
thers and sisters and what a bond 
of sympathy there is. 

One thing about the furniture 
there is that strikes the visitor ra- 
ther humorously and that lathe pre- 
sence of a large and handsome organ 
n the library. However it was 
presented by » friend of the in- 
stitution who is himself unable to 
talk or hear.

The handsome furnishings of the 
dining room and kitchen were given 
I y the deaf-mutes of Pittsburg; the 
library is to be furnished by a deaf 
woman in Philadelphia — Mrs. 
Syle, whose husband, who died a 
few years ago, was the first di 
preacher ordained in Philadelphia; 
the hall is to be furnished by what 
formerly the I.e Clere Literary 
of Philadelphia, composed 
of deaf-mules, and another room 
on the west end will have among 
other things a memorial tablet to 
Mi Stecnrod, an Influential worker 
among the deaf and two pictures of 
himself and his w 

The bedrooms are almost all 
nearly furnished with enamel bed- 
s.ea Is, rugs ami oak sideboards 
and washstands, besides numerous 
lit He fancy articles ihe immates 
themselves own, The matron's 
room was handsomely furnished by 
Mr MacClnrg, • patron of the in- 
stitution. 

VISITORS WELCOME. 
Matron MeCready explained that 
the Home is maintained by the 
Pennsylvania Association for the 
advancement of the Deaf and 
other organizations which are 
anxiliary to It, and by individual 
donations. Ii is believed that the 
Home will be a complete success 
and il is hoped bv the officers that, 
the residents of Dovleslown will 
tak « an Interval in the institution to 
which I bey will be welcome visitors 
any time they may desire to go 
there — Doylestoum Intelligencer.
